Response to Election 

1. Claims 21-29, drawn to compounds, stand withdrawn from further consideration pursuant 
to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic 
or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 5. 

2. Upon review of the record by the present examiner, it is held that addition restriction as 
given below is necessary.

3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-20, drawn to method of stabilizing hydralazine, classified in class 544, 
subclass 237. 

n. Claims 30-38, drawn to particulate-free hydralazine compositions, classified in 
class 5 14, subclass 248. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
4. Inventions I and n are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or bom of the following ean be shown: (1) (ha, the process as claimed can be 
used ,o make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed ean be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instan, case the 
process of stabilizing hydralazine of Group I makes compositions other than those of Gtcup II. 
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Note the broader definition of R, and R 2 in the compounds of the Group II compositions. Note 
also that the scope of the compounds in these composition claims is also broader than the 
compounds of the nonelected compound claims. 

6. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

7. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an
